Turfgrass diseases h»v« run

 ampant this summer in our 
oca I area, so it might be a 
oocl idea to review the latest 
i format ion put out by th» 
outhern California Turfgrasi 

Council in cooperation with the 
Jnivcrsity of California at Lo»
ngelcs.
The causes of turfgrasi dls- 

ases are many and varied, 
formal growth of these gnu- 
s may ba affected or influ- 
need by their specific adapt- 
bility to environment condl- 
ions, a deficiency or excess of 
ilant foods, presence of dis- 
ase inducing organisms, or In- 
urious cultural, practices or 
ondiUons. The avoidance or 
orrcction of these conditions 

may give satisfactory control 
f a. majority of.,the trouble. ,

ffhe accumulation of tUp- 
ilngs or partially decayed old 
eaves on the soil surface 
iround the crowns of grasi 
ilants results In a spongy turf. 
'his build-up of organic mat* 
er is called "thatch" and can 
e the source of a great deal 
f trouble as disease organism! 
in grow and thrive here, it 
revents the soil front' drying 
it when ,wet and restrict! or 
revents air movement to the 
;rass roots, without which they 
innot live or function prop-

-. ly. When the surface of
hatch dries out, it resist*
ettlng and actually sheds
iter, this In turn may pre-
nt proper chemical controls

f insects and pests penetrat-
nr» into the root of the-grass.

The build up of thatch
hould be avoided by proper
ultural methods.

Irrigation and drainage are 
mportant. An overly wet soil 
condition not only favors some 
disease causing organisms, but 
also weakens the grass plants 
making them more susceotlble 
o attack. Excessive moisture 

also robs the root area of oxy­ 
gen, retards the, growth and 
'unction of the grass roots, 
causes a humid condition in 
the thatch, and if there U 
much traffic during these wet 
periods compaction can result

Diseases of turfgrasiei are 
sometimes due to a lack of 
nutrient food materials or of 
essential minor elements. It is 
necessary here to apply only 
moderate amounts as some dis­ 
eases run rampant in under- 
'ed turf while others, such is 
brown patch, will be more 
severe in turf that has been 
liberally fertilized with a high 
nitrogenous food.

Turf Injury that may be mis­ 
taken for a fungus disease 
may be due to smog or fumes 
rom a nearby chemical plant 

or factory. Annual bluegras 1* 
very susceptible and eveq her- 
muda grass is adversely if- 
'ected.

Mechanical Injuries may
make grass more susceptible to   
disease and even under favor­ 
able conditions even the cuts 
made in mowing the grasi be­ 
come infected by funguf or­ 
ganisms. In moist weather the 

s should be allowed to dry 
before being mowed. The ap­ 
plication of fungicides should 
he made after mowing the 
turf.

Just as a simple headache 
remedy will not cure all human 
ills, no single chemical treat­ 
ment will control alt turfgrasi 
diseases. Satisfactory control 
will depend upon proper Cul­ 
tural methodsrpropcr seed se­ 
lection fpr the environment 
and the trial use of various 
fungicides until the proper one 
for your specific trouble Is 
found.
